The Coming Battle- 



■ 



There seems too much ronson to 
fenr that iiritish Columbia lms u bnfctlo 
to fight, and it behoves her to gird 
up her loins and prepare for tho fray. 
The Ministerial journals arc now plain 
enough spoken about "arranging with 
British Columbia for relaxation oC the 
Terms," while tho Opposition press 
bravely joins issuo and contends that 
faith must bo kept. One of tho latter, 
in a loading article upon the subject, 
says: "It is evident from this that 
British Columbia will not consent to 
any relaxation of the terms of union, 
but will demand tho construction of a 
Canadian Pacific Railroad, giving un- 
interrupted communication between 
old Canada and tho Pacific coast at all 
seasons of tho year, though Canadian 
territory. Tho Ministerial policy, ob- 
jectionable as it is to the Ottawa Valley, 
is still more so to British Columbia. It 
is a proposition to deprive that Pro- 
vince for an indelinito period of the 
promised railway facilities which in- 
duced it to enter the Union, to weaken 
its inlluenco in tho Confederation and 
to leave it isolated from tho rest of the 
Dominion. If tho Grit railway policy 
should be adopted by Parliament, the 
Pacific Provinco may at any time be 
absorbed into tho great Itopublie with 
which it is at present more intimately 
associated in all commercial enterpri- 
ses than with tho rest of the Dominion. 
"What objection could Canada make in 
such a case? British Columbia cannot 
be bound by a compact which tiie 
Government announce their determina- 
tion to break. If it is not binding on 
one side, it cannot be regarded as in- 
violable by tho other. The Grit rail- 
way policy, so far as British Columbia 
is concerned, means the annexation of 
that Province to tho United States." 

In a very lengthly articld on tho 
same subject, the Globe says, — "Their 
bargan with British Columbia provided 
that a railway across the continent, 
from the Ottawa to tho Pacific Ocean, 
was to bo constructed through Cana- 
dian territory within ten years. More 
than two years of the specified period 
have, already elapsed, and what has 
been accomplished? Surveyors have 
been out and hard at work, it is to be 
presumed, all tuat time. The expense 
already incurred in tnese preliminary 
surveys already exceeds a milllion of 
dollars. And what has to bo shown 

for this outlay? More 

than a million of dollars we say are 
gone, and yet there is not ono inch of 
the line actually located. Nay, there 
has not been found a plain and practi- 
cable route to which, as a whole, 
any one railway engineer would 
bo far jeopardize his profession- 
al reputation as definitely to commit 

himself to Though 

only eight years remain, according to 
agreement, in which to finish this gi- 
gantic enterprise, and though it was 
to be begun, according to bargain, at 
both ends at tho same time, instead of 
matters being now in such a shape 
that the contractors and workmen 
could go to work immediately, there 
is not the slightest possibility, with 
all the appliances and skill which 
are available, that the first sod could 
be turned in British Columbia sooner 
than a year and a half or two years 

henc» There is no 

reason to despair of all the engineering 
and oilier difficulties being overcome, 
but this will take time, and in the 
meanwhile the rest of the ten years is 
speeding fast away." The article pro- 
ceeds to delineate Mr. Mackenzie's! 
plan for carrying out the railway: — 

"To have it done simultaneously, he 
has seen clearly, would be at once 
wasteful and worthless. Every part 
that is done must be so far a help to 
what is still to bo accomplished, lie 
has seon that the first thing to be ar- 
rived at is to connect by railway the 
great North-west with the Eastern 
Provinces, from which all the supply 
of settlers to these regions must 
come, and to push the enterprise after 
that westward with all duo energy as 
tho tide of population proceeds and as 
tho nature of tho country of the Rocky 
Mountains is so thoroughly ascer- 
tained as to leave no doubt about not 
only tho practicability of a railway, 
but also the best course that can be 
taken for its construction. The people 
of British Columbia are too sensible to 
expect Canada to commit itself to an 
impossibility. Tiny know that none 
will suffer more than they by rash and 
immature proceedings in connection 
with that in winch they cannot have a 
deeper or more material interest than 
the inhabitants of tho Eastern Provin- 
ces, "We all want the railway, want it 
complotcd from ocean to ocean, and 
want it so completed at the earliest 
possible) date (Mr. Mackenzie) He pro- 
poses to utilize forthwith our ranges of 
water communication onward to the 
Saskatchewan, and to fill up the coun- 
try with peoplo with all expedition; 
and by all possible means, as the work 
proceeds, to bring every appliance to 
tho speedy and profitable accomplish- 
ment of what is recognized by all as 
Canada's great want, without which 
sho caunot become a great country, or 
realize the groat future that is within 
her reach. For tho noxt fifteen or 
twonty years this will bo tho national 
work which will task all tho energies 
of the country, and all tho skill and 
forethought of rulers." Now tho 
•Globe' is quite right in concluding 
that "Tho pooplo of British 
Columbia aro too reasonable to 
expect Canads. to commit itfleltj 



to an impossibility j" but at the 
same time wo beg to assure our big 
contemporary that tho people of Bri- 
tish Columbia are too sensible to relin- 
quish or relax tho railway covenant 
without receiving a lair and substan- 
tial equivalent. Tho Pacific Provinco 
does not want the "pound of flesh" 
which according to the "bond" Hhe 
might demand; mrr BHE does want jus- 
tice and shf. shall have it ! The rail- 
way obligation entered into by Canada 
const ituted the consideration which in- 
duced British Columbia to cast in her 
lot with the Dominion, and if that ob- 
ligation bo found impossible of fulfil- 
ment as to tho element of timo, tho 
peoplo of this Provinco have a right to 
demand, and will demand, a substan- 
tial compensation for loss arising from 
delay. Such a proposition would, it 
may bo said, involve "consequential 
damages;" but fortunately wo havo ex- 
cellent grounds for fixing tho damages 
at a million a year— that being tho min- 
imum of annual expenditure on this 
end of the railway fixed in British Col- 
umbia's original Terms. We do not wish 
to bo understood as suggesting that a 
million a year paid to this Province 
as demurrage, so to speak, would ful- 
ly make up for tho loss. It most cer- 
tainly would not do so. But wo ven- 
ture to think that such a sum, handed 
over to this Province for tho prosecu- 
tion of largo public enterprises of a 
permanent and reproductive character, 
would go far towards satisfying the 
peoplo, while it would certainly inflict 
no injustice on the Dominion.

First Provincial Legisla- 
tive Assembly. 

THIRD SESSION. 

Friday, Jan. 30th. 
The Speaker took tho Chair at '2:10 
o'clock. 

MAYOR. 

Mr. Duck moved to ask leave to intro- 
duce a Bill to amend tlie Municipality Act, 
1872, bo as to allow tho Mayor in oities, 
and tho Warden iu townships, to bo elect- 
ed by tho popular vote instead of by the 
Council. 

Loavo was granted, and bill passed first 
reading. After a littlo discussion it was 
decided that it should he considered in 
committee on Monday together with tho 
"Municipal Election Ballot Bill." 

Tho House then went into committee 
on tho "Legal Profession Amendment 
Act. This Bill was deferred until tho ar- 
rival of Mr. MoOreight. 

OATHS. 

Boport of tho committee on Adminis- 
tration of Oaths Bill, was read. Boport 
received and Bill road a third time and 
passed. 

TAX SALE. 

Mr. Walkem here wished to bring up 
tho "Tax Sale Bopeal Bill. Tho House 
Doing somewhat scarce of all members ex- 
cept thoso belonging to the Government. 

Mr. Bobson objected on account of tho 
absence of Mr. MoOreight, who, he said, 
took groat interest in the Bill, and ho 
thought it highly desirablo that ho should 
be present when the Bill came up. 

Mr. Walkem yiolded tho point on 
the part of tho Government. 

BREEDING STOCK AMENDMENT BILL. 

The consideration of this measure was 
resumed at olauso 7, and tho remaining 
clauses pasietl, with some littlo opposition 
from Messrs Barnston and Holbrook.who 
contested the justico of some of its pro 
visions.espeoiftlly as regards Indians; but 
it was finally carried that tho committee 
riso and report tho Bill comploto with 
amendmen b. 

Mr. Smith then moved that tho report 
be considered on Monday next, and that 
the bill b a printad witbjauaendments in tho 
meanwhile. Carried. 

Houso wont into Committee on tho 

BKGI3XBATXON AND QUALIFICATION OF 
VOTERS HILL. 

This Bill was resumed at clauso 6, and 
clau.so after clauso passed slowly till num- 
ber 12 was readied. This clause, when 
completed by the filling up of a blank, 
would provide for tho paying of tho col- 
lectors of votes. 

Mr. Hughes moved an amendment to 
strike out tho greater part of the clause, 
thereby practically making tho Registra- 
tion of Voters free. 

Mr. Bunstor seconded, and approved 
most warmly of Mr. Hughes' motion. 

Mr. Booth was sorry some returns he 
had called for had not coiuo down, as they 
would have enabled him to show tlio coit 
of this registration which had amounted 
to as much as §4000 or §5000. 

31r. Bunstor, suggested that tho Gov- 
ernment should pay so much, say 25cts, 
for each registration. 

Mr. Humphreys approved of this sug- 
gestion. 

Mr. Booth complained that if the Gov- 
ernment paid for tlio registration all 
would have to contribute to tho cost of it 
whether they voted or not, which was not 
right. If a man would not pay for regis- 
tration ho ought not tj hav". a vote, and bo 
«aid the Government ought not to bo call- 
ed upon to pay for him. 

Mr. Semlin thought it would bo a good 
idea to line all who did not vote, 

Mr. Smitho was surprised to hear tho 
views of his hon. colleague, and thought 
Mr. Semi ill's motion a good one; but 
considering tho mutter from that point of 
view he had little pity for those who, ac- 
cording to Mr. Booth's opinion, would 
bo paying for tho registration of others. 
Ho thought there was too much apathy 
in theso matters; there were too many 
who did not vote. Ho thought Mr. 
Hughes' amendment a step iu the right 
direction. 

Mr. MoOreight said that tho Collector 
must be woll paid ns the ollico involved a 
good deal of trouble and tho possibility 
of having to give evidence in appeal cases 
I A voico— Lot tho Government pay him.] 
it was very well to say let the Govern- 
ment pay. In his experience ho hud 
found that the feo of 50 cents was not suf- 
ficient to induce men to take the trouble 
to collect tho votes thoroughly. Tlio 
Government nearly always bad to supple- 
ment it largely, and ho thought that it 
■would bo well for gentlemen to recollect 
that it was nil very well to say tho charge 
was a small one, but many small charges 
made n great one, and it was necessary to 
oppose these constant demands upon tho 
i o von lie, 

Mr. Semlin said Mr. MoOreight's argu- 
ments had convincod him that tho words 
ought to bo struck out. If tlio Govern- 
ment had to pay most of tho expense al- 
ready it was no uso wrangling about tho 
rest. 

Mr. Bobson followed in tho anmn strain 
»ud thought tho Government should pay 
a given sum per head for registration. 
Ho could not understand tho strango dis- 
tinction nudo by Borne gentlemen between 
the Govornmont paying for this and tho 
Other nnd tho individual paying for it, 
i*nd agreed with Mr. Smitho as to the ad- 



visability of a measure which offered a 
premium to thoso who exercised the 
franchise. 

Mr. Bunstor was astonished to hoar 
from Mr. Booth that it had cost $400.0 or 
§50.00 to collect tho votes. Ho thought 
tho Govornmont had plenty of agents who 
had not too much to do and who might be 
employed in tbe matter. 

Mr. Walkem thought tho principle a 
sound one and said that on tho Mainland 
tho law was a dead letter. The money 
was novor collected. Ho agreed with Mr. 
Bobson that tho Government might pay 
tho feo instead of tho individual. 

Mr. Barnston supported Mr. Walkem 
and instanced cases from his experience 
at Cariboo, showing that miners would 
not tramp miles to register and then pay 
for so doing; they considered it n right 
and objected on principle to pay for it. 
there was no party feeling in the Pro- 
vince, no excitement, and ho knew it had 
been necessary to send round and bog of 
them to register. 

Mr. Smith intended to support the 
amendment and thought tho sooner tho 
question was put the better. 

Mr. Booth offered an amendment to the 
amendment and hero began the inevitable 
discussion on points of order; it was un- 
usually knotty and tangled, but resulted 
in Mr. Hughes' amendment being carried, 
and another amendment of Mr.Barnston's 
was added by way of a clincher, thus do- 
ing away entirely with foos for registra- 
tion of voters 

Mr. Booth proposed to add an amend- 
ment to clauso lS, which would enable 
Collectors, Deputy Returning Officers, 
and Poll Clerks to -?ote. This proposi- 
tion was fought over most obstinately, 
notwithstanding that a similar point was 
settled in the negative only a day or so 
ago, and ninny members maintaining that 
no official in tho pay of tho Government 
ought to voto. 

The amendment was at length put and 
lost, and tho clauso was carried ns it 
stood. 

Clauso 16, Any person whoso name 
shall bo upon tho Bogistor of 
Voters forany for any Electoral District, 
or Polling Division thereof, may 
voto at any election for a member to serve 
in tho Legislativo Assembly for such Dis- 
trict in any ono (but no other) Polling 
Division of such Electoral District; and 
at any General Election no person shall 
bo entitled to vote iu more than one Elec- 
toral District. 

Mr. Bunstor moved as an amendment 
to striko out tho words, no other in tho 
iLh lino of above clause. 

Mr. Bobson objected that this would 
give any person having property in two 
Districts the right to two votes. 

Mr. Humphreys said tho mover intend- 
ed to allow an olector to yo(o in another 
district than tho ono in which he was r 
gistored if ho happened to bo absent from 
it. Ho opposod tho amendment, however, 
as leading to confusion. 

Mr. DeCosmos took tho samo viow of 
tho subject and made a few sneering 
remarks respecting Mr. Bunster'a propo- 
sition. 

Eventually tho Committee rose and ro- 
ported progress. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Mr. Smitho rose to complain that ho 
haft boon misrepresented by tho Standard 
of Friday. He had been made to speak 
of the Dominion Cabinet when ho had 
said tho Local Government; and nlso 
the report of Mr. DeCosmos' speech on 
the samo day. Ho (Mr. Smitho) was re 
ported to have stated that "Mr. DeCos- 
mos had said ho would not vote for tho 
Tariff except ho was sure it would be car 
ried." What ho said was "that when Mr 
DeCosmos was leaving lor Ottawa bo was 
waited on by the agricultural members 
and asked to stay until tho vote should 
be taken on the Tariff question, and that 
ho (Mr. DeCosmos) bad then said it was 
no use, wo could not carry it; thoro was a 
majority against us." 

Mr. DeCosmos said ho had invited the 
agricultural members to a caucus in his 
room to discuss tho Modifiod Tariff, and 
at the meeting some members liad made 
proposals which ho blushed to think of 
He did not mean to say it was tlio lion 
member for Cowioban (Mr. Smitho — You 
can't). No, ho did not wish to; there v:i 
also ono member there from British Co 
uinbia who was not in favor of tho Modi- 
fied Tariff. He (Mr. DeCosmos) had pro- 
mised to stay a week or two if nny good 
could bo done. Ho had tho names of 
thoso who attended down in black and 
whito. 

Mr. Humphreys voso to a question of 
privilege. Mr. DeCosmos had spoken of 
inviting members to a Caucus. Now, ho 
could say ho was never invited to it, nnd 
novor went to it, and challenged Mr. Do- 
Cosmos to show any evidence to tlio con- 
trary. Ho alluded to the assertion by 
Mr. DeCosmos that he would not voto for 
tbe Tariff except ho was sure of a majority 

Mr. DeOosmos denied having said any- 
thing of tho kind. (Cries of Oh! Oh!) 

Mr. Humphreys — After that I can only 
say that I, as well as tho Houso and the 
Reporters, must have wholly misunder- 
stood (he hon. gentleman. 

Tho-Speaker here gavo tho Premier n 
severe reprimand for introduoinginto that 
Houso matters which had transpired in 
private, and characterized the practice ns 
highly reprehensible. 

Tho Houso then adjourned till Mon- 
day. 

, "

Two littlo daughters of Mr. J. W. Wil- 
liams distinguished themselves very much 
by their singing. Miss Elford gavo a 
reading in which tho smoking, &a., of the 
young men of tlio town were pretty severe- 
ly handled. Mrs. Stafford received con- 
siderable applause for a delightful song. 
Bov. Mr. Turner gavo a humorous little 
speeob, and a duot by tho two Misse3 El- 
ford was very warmly received.

Mr. Courtney went iuto the" box and 
swore that tho license was rofusod to 
Taylor because the police reported that 
Taylor had stowed away a seaman belong- 
ing to tho Almatia ami refused to allow 
the police to search his house, and be- 
cause of the condition of tho now house. 

J,' Mo Williams sworo that an attempt 
wns made to shangiiao him on board tho 
bark Almatia by a Frenchman. Witness 
ran away to tho Dam and was not stowed 
away in Taylor's houso; believes he got an 
advance )»oto. 

David Green sworn. — I 'am a merchant. 
I have no recollection of dates, as regards 
the case whore §18 has reference .is tho 
only ease in which I can give evidence. 
That eithor last summer or last fall, when 
1 called upon Mr. Bowden nnd asked for 
ti is assistance, as a man hud run away 
who had signed ships, articles and got an 
advance order svhiuh I had cashed, I 
stated to Bowden tlio expenses for obtain- 
ing that man would bn paid by myself, 
Oapt, Nagle, Mr. Taylor, and the captain 
of the vessel. This arrangement was ap- 
proved of by the captain in tho presence 
of the American Consul; the vessel was 
an American vessel. Tho conveyance for 
offlcors and moil wns $10, Clarke tho oiH- 
cer was one. Thoro was another but I 
don't know who— as it is a long timo ago. 
They got this deserter; I don't know 
whether he was put on board; tho 
man was not brought before a Magis- 
trate in order to bo sunt on board. 
I infer ho must have been put on board, 
otherwise I could not have got my money. 
There was sonic delay in paying the ex- 
penses of the police. ' Tho American Cap- 
tain, objected to pay his share and left 
without paying. Mr. Taylor, Bloomfield 
Clarke mid myself were at Taylor's house; 
tlio officers had been to my house to got 
tho money to pay tlio buggy hire, that is 
(Bloomtiold and Clarko). i asked Taylor 
to pay his share of the exponses which 
were '$i 00. Captain Nagle had paid $4 00 
previously, and at that timo paid 810. and 
Taylor toid mo to lay out tho $4 for him, 
tasT owed Taylor money and ho asked mo 
to pay said amount. Taylor at first re- 
fused to pay it; but paid afterwards. He 
refused when I wont in company with tho 
oflicors. I think this look place previous 
to Taylor making his application for tho 
license, but am not sure of tho date. Isaw 
some workmen fitting up tho houso at tho 
time. I presume Taylor must have been 
Interested in tho recovery of the sailor. 
Ton dollars was given to J, W. Williams. 
$8 to the police officers, (two of thorn, ono 
of whom was Clarke) they wore away a 
number ef hours; they left iu tho after- 
noon and came back about 3 o'clookiutha 
morning; the men required some refresh- 
ment on tho way. He (Taylor) made an 
objection to pay and thou immediately 
withdrew it; and then ordered mo to pay 
the $4, which I paid to the oflicers as one 
portion of tho exponses, I paid tho money 
to Clarko. I believe thoy said they were 
going to pay|Williams tlu ©4. It was a 
portion of the §18 of the whole of tho ex- 
penses incurred in the arrest of the man 
referred to. It might liavo been that 
Bloomfield wont away and the conversa- 
tion took place betwoen Clarke, Taylor 
and myself; Taylor grumbled a littlo fit 
having to pay, 'but thoro was grumbling 
on both sides. On several occasions I 
had told Bowden to go to Taylor for his 
share of the expenses us I was prepared 
to pay mine; Bowdon spoke to me about 
it as Williams had not been paid for tho 
buggy; I think I said to Mr. Taylor you 
had better pay them as wo may want their 
services again, and it was after that he 
told me to pay them; the whole affair did 
not occupy more thnn ten minutes. 

By the Court.— It was before the police 
went out that I promised thoir expenses 
.should be paid and made myself personal- 
ly responsible. 

Tho case was adjourned until Monday 
next at 10 o'clock.

Amongst the number of those relieved during the 
pant year were 2 widows with children, 2 tradesmen 
and 2 mechanics ( with lamlliesl whoso reduced cir- 
cuuistuuces liad arisen through ill health or other mis- 
fortune. Eleven it:dig,ut persons wire assisted to 
resell their homes ond friends, and the Society has 
In this respect again to commend the owners of thu 
mail stenmer "Prince Alfred" for the readini ss Invari- 
ably shown by them to further the objects of the So- 
ciety. 

Tho Ladies Committee (organized and distributed 
over ID districts, covering the whole of the City) have 
proved most useful, and have prevented much delay 
in thoSJdniinlstratlon of assistance from time to time. 
One or two attempts at imposition have to be record- 
ed which however were met and frustrated; but it is 
gratify ing to know that the Society's help ban been 
found acceptable where the recipients would have 
shrank from making known their distress known. 

The gnod objects of the Society .are no bread and 
emiprebi nsive in their character thai they should 
command tho sympathy and support of the well dis- 
posed throughout thu Province, and it is therefore 
hoped that the receipts of the present year may be 
augmented so that the usefulness of the Society may 
not in any eve nt bo Jeopardized.
